The Directory of Foreign Consulates in Chicago, the 
official membership list of the Consular Corps of Chicago, 
by designation of the Honorable POUL SCHEEL, Dean of that 
Corps and Consul General of Denmark in Chicago, published 
as of January, 1960, by the World Trade Division of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and Industry, 30 West 
Monroe Street, Chicago, lists JOAQUIN FREIRE, 628 West 
Addison Street, telephone number Lincoln 9-7763, as the 
Consul for Cuba in the City of Chicago. 


Chicago file 109-26 reflects a report of the 
Chicago Police Department dated 5/24/60 wherein it was 
stated that on 1/1/60 Dr. JOAQUIN FREIRE , the Cuban 

Consul General at Chicago, moved the Cuban Consulate from 
30 East Oak Street to its new quarters at 628 West Addison 
Street. This report further reflected that Dr. FREIRE 
replaced Dr. JOSE VALERA on 11/23/59 as the Consul General 
jqf Cuba at Chicago. The report further reflected that 
/FREIRE has been in the service of the Cuban Government for 
approximately 14 years and that during the last nine years 
of his service, he was stationed in Florida. 


The records of the Chicago Division were examined 
and failed to reveal any information regarding

In view of the fact that Dr. FREIRE appears to 
be a consular official of the Cuban Government and, therefore, 
the member of a foreign diplomatic establishment and since 
State Department permission has not been obtained, no active 
investigation is being conducted at Chicago at this time.

the Tampa Office on September 8, 1980, that one FRIEDE, 
who has been the Cuban Consul in Chicago, was recalled to 
Cuba around August, 1960, and was arrested as he got off the 
plane at the airport in Havana. FRIEDE. reportedly, was 
held incommunicado, but the reason for his arrest was not 
known to the source. 

On October 13, 1960, a pretext te lephone call was 
made to the Cuban Consulate - Chicago by SA| j 

who pretended to be a personal friend of Dr. FREXRE and his 
wife. An unidentified female advised that Dr. FREIRE 
returned to Cuba about four months ago and is no longer 
employed by tho Cuban Government. This individual also stated 
y that FREIRE ”my be in Havana or Japan” and that she could 
Y-Tiot furnish any forwarding address for them. 

The above statement was made in a very sarcastic 
tone of voice indicating that FREIRE is certainly in disfavor 
with the present Cuban Government. 

Tho Chicago Office is not conducting any further 
investigation regarding FREIRE.

It was noted that FREIRE, by note dated 5/1/59, 
had been transferred to the Ministry of State, Havana, Cuba. 

It could not be determined from the records 
reviewed that FREIRE is presently in the U. S. ; however, 
since FREIRE was assigned to Miami and Chicago as Vice Consul 
and Consul, respectively, it does not appear that he was 
in violation of the Foreign Agents Registration Act.
